AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH. 


The Belgian Consul-General for the Australian Commonwealth 
states that he hears of many enquiries being 

Motor Cars. made'in Queensland on the subject of motor 
cars. It is beginning to be recognised that 

well organised automobile services in some of the more thinly 
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populated districts would prove of great service, and would 
serve as feeders to the railways; they could, moreover, be utilised 
for goods traffic, and by bringing the rural districts into touch 
with towns, facilitate the sale of agricultural produce. 

In Victoria also, adds the Consul-General, there is a strong 
feeling that if automobile wagons suitable for heavy traffic over 
the roads in that State could be procured for about 2,000/. apiece, 
they would prove a veritable boon.

ST. HELENA. 


The “ St. Helena Guardian,” of the 7th October, states that the 
Fish Curin fishing season of the island has this year been a 
alii 5 highly successful one. The market is glutted, 

y: and large quantities are daily thrown back into 
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the sea. Ina few instances an attempt has been made to cure 
some of the surplus fish, especially mackerel, but the albicore, 
bonito, cavalley and other varieties are frequently allowed to waste. 
The ‘‘ Guardian ” suggests, in view of these facts, that an attempt 
should be made to put fish curing on a substantial basis in the 
island. Fish is the staple food of the inhabitants, and large 
quantities of imported snook, ling and cod, of inferior flavour, as 
compared with such native varieties as albicore and cavalley, are 
retailed at 5d. per lb. 





RUSSIA—POLAND. 


The French Consul-General at Warsaw, in his report for 1903, 
states that there is a good opening in Poland 
for all kinds of electrical apparatus, such as 
motors, batteries, dynamos, accumulators, elec- 
tric lighting materials, ornamental fittings, incandescent lamps, 
arc lamps, electric toys and bells, telephone material, &c. All 
these goods are imported, mainly from Berlin and Vienna. 

The trade in electrical apparatus is not very large at present, 
but it is bound to extend, owing to the recent foundation of a 
central generating station. Despite the extension of the contract 
with a Dessau company for lighting the streets of Warsaw by gas, 
the use of electric light is becoming general in private houses and 
business establishments.

In the same report the Consul-General remarks that the home 
production of paper in Poland is more than 
Paper. sufficient to meet the local demand ; but that 
high-class paper is imported into Warsaw to 
the annual value of about 100,000/. Two Polish and two Russian 
factories produce cigarette paper, drawing paper, lithographic 
paper, notepaper and Bristol board: these compete keenly with 
foreigi makes, and as the consumer, in most instances, attaches 
more importance to cheapness than to quality, British, French, 
German and Austrian manufacturers send to Poland second rate 
paper, or paper specially manufactured for the export trade and 
inferior to that sold in their own countries under the same denomi- 
nation. 

The United Kingdom sends chiefly second rate Whatman and 
note paper; Germany sends drawing and tracing paper and Bristol 
board; Austria sends photographic printing paper and notepaper 
in fancy boxes. Vegetable parchment, of low quality and price 
is received mainly from Finland. 

A careful study of tariffs and transport rates is indispensable to 
the importer: for instance, paper and envelopes packed in fancy 
boxes pay a much heavier duty than paper and boxes sent 
separately.

The Consul-General further states that all the photographic 
materials used in Poland come from abroad, 
mainly from Germany; the United Kingdom 
has a small share in this trade.

The “ Bollettino delle Finanze” (Rome) states that, in the opinion 
Hydro-Electric of Colonel Penna, President of the Society of 
y Plant Geographical Research in Mexico, the hydraulic 
force existing in the eastern districts of that 

country may be estimated at 1,500,000 horse power. The impor- 
tance of this source of motive power is becoming more and more 
appreciated. 
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The railway from Mexico to Vera Cruz will, it is stated, be 
worked by electricity on the completion of a generating station 
now in course of erection at Necaxa, and several large mining 
companies are about to substitute electric power for steam. The 
present cost of one-horse steam power at Guanajuato, remarks the 
“ Bollettino,” is 250 gold piastres a year: the same amount of 
electric energy will cost, on an average, about 60 silver piastres. 
The utilisation of the water power of the country should therefore 
prove a potent factor in its development. 


CHILE.

ARGENTINA.

In its issue of 10th September, the “ Review of the River Plate ” 
Buenos Aires) gives the salient points of the 

vil siveguad yen mn for 1905, ahi presented. 
to Congress by the Minister of Finance. 
Among the provisions made for sundry public 
works, including the railway to Bolivia and various other extensions, 
the following may be noted :— 

Law No. 4269 authorises the Executive to contribute 500,000 
dols. gold to meet the cost of constructing the port of Santa Fé, 
but in case, the studies having been made, it should be found 
necessary to enlarge the port works, then the Executive must 
contribute, if necessary, up to 2,500,000 dols. gold, in five annual 
instalments of 500,000 dols. 

Law No. 1470 authorises the Executive to spend 5,840,000 dols. 
gold in hydraulic surveys and buoying the rivers. 

Laws 4158, of 12th January, 1903; 4278, of 15th December, 
1903; and 4312 of 15th July, 1904, authorise the Executive to 
construct sanitary works in various cities of the Interior, the cost 
to be met out of (1) ways and means provided by Law 5967, or 
say 50 per cent. of the proceeds of the Lottery, corresponding to 
each province, and (2) the proceeds of the works themselves and 
excess over a collection of 5,200,000 dolls. 

The said laws provide as means, 18,000,000 dols. in bonds 
bearing 6 per cent. interest and 3 per cent. amortization.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


China.— At the conclusion of his report on the foreign trade of 
China in 1903, the Commercial Attaché to H.M. Legation in 
Peking (Mr. J. W. Jamieson) gives some general suggestions to 
British traders, from which the following extracts have been 
taken :— 

‘“‘ As was pointed out last year, certain brands of merchandise 
have firmly established themselves in the large distributing centres 
of China, and, if it is thought to be worth anyone’s while to displace 
them, one has to set systematically to work. The firm out here 
who undertake to act as agents have to engage what is known asa 
‘market shroff’ or town traveller, to tout for orders amongst the 
wholesale dealers. To enable him to do this successfully he must 
be liberally supplied with samples, and be prepared to quote the 
same, or better terms, than his rivals. For his pains he has to be 
paid a monthly salary of 2/. to 3/. and a commission, and these 
expenses the home firm may reasonably be expected to defray, as 
they are disbursements purely on their account. Once the article 
attracts public fancy the necessity for a traveller of this kind 
ceases, and business can be carried on on the usual lines. Some 
time ago one of these stereotyped requests was addressed to this 
office and passed on to a suitable local house. The latter wrote to 
the manufacturer, calling for the following particulars :— 

‘“‘ ¢ Literature, descriptive of your manufactures (preferably in 
leaflet form) suitable for distribution. 

“ «Your lowest net prices therefor, f.o.b., cash against docu- 
ments. 
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es 


‘The freight and insurance charges from the British port to 
Shanghai, packed and despatched, as you are accustomed to ship 
abroad. 

«A suitable range of small samples wherewith I could test for 
opening with probable foreign buyers, and, through my shroffs, the 
Chinese market.’ 

“They could then, they went on to say, advise him as to: (1) 
goods (makers) already established here; (2) the prices they are 
landed at and retailed here; (3) the prospects he had of getting 
a share of the business. 

“The reply received was substantially to the effect that: (1) 
the manufacturer’s business had been established for 124 years ; 
(2) the highest authority considered his specialties of the highest 
class; (3) his long experience had taught him that samples were of 
little or no value; (4) ‘to show good faith’ he wanted a sample 
order in bulk ‘ for those lines you know you can sell.’ 

“It need scarcely be said that no business resulted. Local 
buyers are not greatly interested in the historical record or 
reputation, ‘confirmed by the highest authority,’ of a manu- 
facturing firm in the United Kingdom, and do not care to give 
sample orders in bulk for a ‘chop’ of which they have never heard, 
and of which it is considered useless to submit to them samples.” 

Mr. Jamieson comments on the absurdity of the common 
assumption that China’s large population pre-supposes an extensive 
market for goods, whose use is almost exclusively confined to white 
races ; and points out that the total number of foreign residents 
throughout China, excluding Japanese and Coreans, but including 
natives of India, is approximately 15,000. 

After remarking that the only way to secure contracts in China 
is by personal canvassing, Mr. Jamieson goes on to say :— 

‘“The same principles apply in the case of firms wishing to get 
into touch with Government establishments or others for the 
purpose of supplying machinery, machine tools, or any articles the 
handling of which requires technical knowledge or skill. The 
Acting British Consul-General at Hankow, in his report for 1903 
(Annual Series, No. 3,151), has laid particular emphasis on this 
point, and his observations are well worthy of attention. In the 
majority of instances a price list is sent to the local Consular 
representative, with a request that it be handed on to some local 
agent. The fact is overlooked that the Chinese Government prefer 
to deal direct with the manufacturer, and that local firms have no 
facilities for bringing such goods to the immediate notice of the 
authorities. At Shanghai a machinery agent has published, in 
Chinese, a diary, illustrated with engravings of the machines for 
which he acts as representative. It lacks, however, a detailed 
description of their functions, and until a complete nomenclature, 
in Chinese, shall have been drawn up and universally adopted, 
each translator will invent a name of his own for the component

parts of an engine, and it will always be difficult to convey to 
Chinese practical or scientific explanations. There are many ways 
in which the Board of Commerce might be less profitably employed 
than in obtaining from Japan a list of the ideographs which have 
there been proved to be best adapted for use in connection with 
machinery, and in publishing them in an authoritative form along 
with their English equivalents.” 

Commenting on the scarcity of qualified interpreters in the 
country, Mr. Jamieson says :— 

‘“‘In view of the growing demand for good interpreters and the 
comparatively high salaries competent men can command, it is 
strange that the various non-official educational establishments in 
China have devoted so little attention to the training of youths for 
work of this kind. ‘The Government system of training colleges 
and of sending students abroad is, of course, intended to provide 
recruits for the services, civil, naval or military, and all those 
desirous of entering public life will naturally pursue their studies 
thereunder. But there is plenty of scope for intelligent youths in 
other avocations so Jong as proficiency in a foreign language is 
accompanied by a thorough mastery of the Chinese official lan- 
guage and style. 

“For the less ambitious purposes of pushing trade in the interior 
a high standard is not so necessary, and, if the foreign merchant 
finds the learning of Chinese too formidable a task, why not, as the 
Commissioner of Customs at Yochou suggests, try the experiment 
of educating Chinese on commercial lines abroad, and employing 
them as commercial travellers? That the recent expansion of 
Japanese trade is largely attributable to the energy of Japanese 
travellers cannot be contested, and there is no reason to suppose 
that similar good service in British trade could not be rendered by 
skilled native agents. . . . With sufficient inducement to take 
an interest in their work they would soon find new methods of 
pushing business by personal persuasion or judicious advertising, 
which would all redound to the pecuniary benefit of their em- 
ployers and, indirectly, to the promotion of British industries. 
Leaves might also well be taken out of the books of the sellers of 
American sewing machines and of the representatives of a certain 
Anglo-American tobacco compauy. The former have their machines 
working in open shop fronts in the native suburbs of the treaty 
ports, and not long ago the latter made a personally conducted 
tour up the West River in gaily beflagged houseboats, distributing 
their wares and placards as they went along. 

‘Until some attempt is made to get out of the ancient groove, 
and to confront altered circumstances with greater readiness, there 
is reason to fear that British trade will remain stationary, and 
cessation of a forward movement, as a rule, connotes retrogression.”

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COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS IN WESTERN POLAND. 


A Visit to Czenstochowa, Dombrowa, Sosnowice, Skarzysko and 
Lodz. 


A despatch has been received from H.M. Consul-General at 
Warsaw (Mr. A. P. Murray) enclosing a report,* embodying com- 
mercial information gathered whilst engaged in visiting the trade 
and industrial centres in his district, from which the following 
extracts have been taken :— 

Czenstochowa.—“ The effect of the war in the Far East is less 
felt here than elsewhere on account of the varied nature of the 
manufactures carried on; for instance, most of the hands dis- 
charged from the worsted works found employment in the three 
jute works which have large orders in hand, and have not only 
extended their works but are working with a night shift as 
well. 

‘Various public works, such as drainage, water supply, pave- 
ment and tramways, which had been projected for this year, are 
not being carried out on account of the war. 

“Although the junction of the Czenstochowa-Herby line with 
the Prussian railway system is sanctioned in principle, the details 
are still under discussion. 

“The actual junction and the opening of through traffic which, 
it is hoped, will take place next year, will have a great effect on 
the development of the town, both as a manufacturing centre and 
for local trade.” 

Dombrowa District.—-‘‘ Here the textile industry is the only one 
which is seriously affected by the war; the mining and iron 
industries, which are the principal industries in this part of 
Poland, though dull, being fairly busy. A large order for rails 
has just been placed here by the Government, and the boiler works 
at Sosnowice, which are among the largest in Europe, have their 
usual amount of work on boilers, bridges and construction iron in 
hand. 

‘“ At Sosnowice a good many hands have been discharged from 
the two large woollen mills, and are now out of work and in need 
of relief. 

“The public works projected which would have given employ- 
ment to a certain amount of unskilled labour, are not being carried 
out, as the French company which had the contract has withdrawn 
on account of the war. 

“These works, especially drainage, water supply, and paving, 
are very badly needed. 

“One of the big iron works here is now building a branch for 
making iron pipes, but the development of new business in other 
lines is at a standstill as foreign capital is not coming in now on 
account of the war.” . 

Skarzysko District.—‘‘ In this district, which includes the two 
largest iron works in Poland, the iron industr y does not seem to

be doing so well as at Dombrowa, only about half the furnaces 
being alight and only one of the smaller works being fully 
employed. ... 

‘Minerals and marble abound in this part of the country, and 
attempts are being made to work the old lead and copper mines in 
the neighbourhood of Kielce, but the lead mine at Karczowka, 
which was reported to be extremely rich, only gave about 10 tons 
of galena for six months’ work. 

“Similar attempts to work the old copper mines at Chenciny 
were made on asmall scale this year. The ore is carbonate of 
copper, impure malachite and azurit from which, by the use of 
sulphuric acid, they get sulphate of copper, which commands a 
better price than that prepared in the chemical factories, as it is 
quite pure chemically, and does not contain any injurious 
admixtures of iron. 

‘“ At and around Skarzysko there are a considerable number of 
men out of work, some from the local iron-works and some from 
the Lodz district ; but they do not stay, as there is nothing for 
them to do and soon drift on to larger towns, such as Radom and 
Kielce, where they hope to find something to tide them and their 
families through the winter.” 

Lodz District.—“‘ No textile industrial centre in Russia is suffer- 
ing more from the effects of the war than that of Lodz, and no 
little anxiety is felt for the future. . . . 

‘In order to somewhat improve their position the cotton spinners 
have formed themselves into a yarn-exporting association (see 
“Board of Trade Journal” for 18th August and 8th September) with a 
view to ‘“ dumping” part of their products in Germany and Austria, 
but the only effect so far has been to keep stocks of yarn from 
increasing. One result hoped for by the association was that the 
mills would be able to run full time and so lessen their expenses 
proportionately to their production; but they also hoped to keep 
up prices in the home market, but neither of these results has so 
far been attained. Still, no one is discouraged, as they did not 
expect to fall into a large trade at once. ; 

“As an exceptional case some of the weaving mills producing 
special articles are still doing fairly well in spite of the unsatis- 
factory state of trade in general, and big orders have been, and 
are to be, placed here by the Government for cotton cloth for use 
in the army, which will result in putting some mills, at any rate, 
on to full time again. 

“For instance, one firm has already gotan order forsome 12,000,000 
yards of cotton cloth, and another an order for 1,900,000 pairs of 
woollen gloves which, instead of being made as usual for the Russian 
army, like Alpine mittens, that is with all the fingers together and 
only the thumb apart, are to be made with the fore, or trigger, 
finger also apart, in order that the wearer may be able to fire his 
rifle. A third firm again has an order for 500,000 woollen shirts.

Commercial Conditions in Western Poland. 





“The season for winter goods which is about finishing has not 
come up to expectation. Merchants from the interior came as 
usual, but the mill owners were more cautious than in previous 
years in giving credit which had the effect of restricting business. 

“One manufacturer managed to sell off all his stock in the 
early summer by accepting prices a little lower than were ruling 
at that time. His competitors, who then blamed him, have now 
been compelled to sell at still lower prices, as the demand had in 
the meantime fallen off. 

“On the whole the season must be classed as the worst in this 
district for the last ten years, and there are no signs of any 
improvement in the near future. 

‘The local machine makers are in a poor way for orders with 
the exception of one firm, which is working night and day on 
Government orders for shafting, mill gearing, and driving pulleys, 
besides which they have extensive orders in hand from flour mills 
for similar goods. 

“ A considerable amount of wood pavement has been put down 
at Lodz this summer and other public works on a large scale to 
give employment to those out of work are also intended.” 





TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


UGANDA PROTECTORATE. 


A copy of the “ Official Gazette of the Hast Africa and Uganda 
Ol Mita Protectorates ” for 15th September, 1904, has 
Regulations been received, containing the ‘“ Uganda Customs 
Consolidation Ordinance, 1904” (No. 14 of 
1904), which lays down the Customs regulations to be observed in 
the Uganda Protectorate. 
The present Ordinance provides, inter alia, that :— 
The importer of any goods arriving within the Protectorate by 





























land or water shall, within three days of their arrival, make entry 
thereof by delivering to the.Customs officer a bill of entry in the 
prescribed form. This bill of entry shall be the warrant for the 
landing or removal of such goods by the importer. 

No import duty shall be charged on goods which are proved to 
the satisfaction of the Customs officer to have paid the full import 
duty imposed on them by virtue of any law in force in the East 
Africa Protectorate. 

All trade on the Lakes Victoria and Albert Nyanza from any 
place within to any other place within the Protectorate shall be 
deemed to be coasting trade. 
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Tariff Changes and Customs Regulations. 
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No entry is required in respect of passenger's baggage, which 
may be examined, landed and delivered under such regulations as 
the Commissioner may direct.

SELANGOR. 
A copy of the ‘‘Selangor Government Gazette” for 16th September 
tna last has been received, containing a Customs 
Saint Order (No. 674 of 1904), under the Customs 

Amanenent. Duties Enactment of 1898, issued by the 
Selangor Resident, with the approval of the Resident-General, on 
the 12th September, 1904. 

The present Order amends the Customs Notification No. 672 of 
30th October, 1903, “‘ gold” being added to the list previously 
given of exceptions as regards the mode of calculating the value 
of articles on which export duty is assessed at ad valorem rates. 

The paragraph, as now amended, reads as follows :-— 

“In the case of all articles, except gold, tin and tin ore, in 
respect of which export duty is assessed on an ad valorem basis, 
the value of the article will be taken at the average market price 
at Singapore from the 16th of one month to the 15th of the next 
month, with a deduction at the rate of 50 cts. a pikul for freight 
and. charges on exportation.” 


EGYPT. 
The Egyptian ‘“ Journal Officiel” for the 12th October contains

RUSSIA. 

With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 410 of the 
‘“ Board of Trade Journal” for 2nd June last, 
relative to an Imperial Ukase authorising the 
free importation of foreign goods into the 
Government General of the Amur, the Board 
of Trade are now in receipt of information, through. the Foreign 
Office, to the effect that a further Imperial decree has been issued 
extending the action of the said Ukase to imports over the Corean 
and Mongolian frontiers of the said Government General. 


NETHERLANDS. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of a 
translation of a Dutch Decree, dated the 29th 
August last, providing for the exemption from 
excise duty, subject to certain restrictions, of 
(1) spirit for use in vinegar factories and in public national pro- 
vincial, or communal institutions for instruction in natural 
sciences; and (2) spirit of a strength of at least 85 per cent., 
which by mixture with acidus pyrolignosus is rendered unfit for 
the preparation of beverages. 

The Decree further provides that drawback of the excise duty paid 
on the spirit contained in sweet liqueurs, bitters, or other similgr 
spirituous liquors, and ir liquid perfumes, shall be allowed on the 
exportation of these articles to foreign countries, subject to com- 
pliance with the prescribed formalities. 


PORTUGAL—MOZAMBIQUE. 

The Portuguese “ Diario do Governo” for the 24th September 
contains the text of a Royal Decree, dated the 
20th September, imposing an export duty of 
100 pounds sterling on each Angora goat (male 
or female), and on each ostrich exported from 
the Province of Mozambique; and on each 
ostrich egg an export duty of 5 pounds sterling. 

‘he Decree also provides that Angora goats, ostriches, and 
ostrich eggs may be exported free of duty to those Colonies adjacent 
to the Province in which export duties are, or shall be, imposed 
equal to those imposed by the present Decree. 


SPAIN. 
The “ Gaceta de Madrid” of 17th October publishes a Royal Order 
notifying that the average rate of exchange 
(premium of exchange on Paris) during the 
first fortnight of October was 36°95 per ‘cent., 
and that the corresponding reduction in pay- 
ments of duties which have to be made in gold 
during the second fortnight of the month will be 27 per cent.

mail service and passenger and goods service is about to be 
established during the present month of October between Sydney 
and Yokohama, the steamers to run every six weeks, viz., from 
Sydney wid Brisbane, Townsville, Herbertshéhe, Friedrichs- 
Wilhems-Hafen, Hong-kong, Kobe, to Yokohama. A branch 
service will be run every three months, in connection with this 
service, between Friedrichs-Wilhelms-Hafen, Stephans-Ort, and 
Potsdamhafen (New Guinea). 

The steamers of the ‘“‘ North German Lloyd” to be employed on 
this service, at present the “ Prinz Sigismund” and the “ Prinz 
Waldemar,” are vessels of 3,200 gross, or 2,000 net register tons 
each, and of 2,000 indicated horse-power.

The Commercial Attaché to H.M. Legation in Peking (Mr. J. W. 

Jamieson) reports that the excellent quality of 
Ssuch’uan Coal. Ssuch’uan coal for steaming purposes has been 

lately demonstrated, and, could only the cost 
of transport be reduced, it would become a formidable rival to the 
highest grades of imported coal. The mines being in close 
proximity to waterways, there ought to be no difficulty in con- 
structing special hoats to convey it to Ich’ang and thence by 
steamer to Hankow, and, seeing that the best coal can be purchased 
at the pit’s mouth for 10s. a ton, there ought to be left over a wide 
margin out of which to defray charges en route. A railway line, 
’ almost completed, will bring down coal from P’ing-hsiang in 
Kianghsi to a point 15 miles above Ch’angsha, and four shallow- 
draught tugs and four steel lighters, each with a capacity of 340 
tons on a 6-foot draught, will be employed to carry it on to the 
ironworks at Hangyang, to which the mines furnish 15,000 tons 
of coke annually. The Peking Syndicate does not expect to 
provide Tientsin with anthracite until the end of the current year, 
and in 1903 the K’aip’ing collieries put out and disposed of 700,000 
tons, of which 200,000 tons were shipped off from Ch’inwangtao.

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YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


PARAGUAY. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
. Consul at Asuncion (Mr. C. W. G. Gosling), 
Textile Plants - forwarding samples of the fibre produced from 
Samples of Fibre Pee re aga a Pp d 
eneaitoiie certain textile plants growing in Paraguay an 
in other parts of South America, which 
have been prepared by a new chemical process invented by the 
French scientist, Monsieur A. R. Fary. 

Mr. Gosling remarks that the vast “hem region extending from 
the Paraguayan Chaco as far as Venezuela is rich in textile plants, 
the commonest of which are the “Caraguaté” and the “ [bira.” 
The leaves of these plants are covered with thorns and attain a 
height of from two to two and a-half yards. Their fibre is exceed- 
ing strong and impervious to moisture, and is used by the Indians 
as strings for their bows and for fishing tackle. 

Attempts to prepare the fibre for commercial purposes have 
hitherto been unsuccessful, but Monsieur Fary claims that his 
system, for which he has taken out a patent in Paraguay, Argen- 
tina, and Brazil, is simple and inexpensive, and allows of the 
simultaneous manipulation of large quantities, without the use of 
intricate and expensive machinery.

‘Two difficulties present themselves: (1) the short staple 
of the cotton grown at Linchingfou; (2) the high price of coal., 
This latter objection will be removed, remarks the ‘“ North China 
Herald,” when the mines worked by the English syndicate in 
Northern Honan produce sufficient coal to ship to Tientsin; but 
in the meantime the motive power must be expensive.

RHODESIA. 


The recently issued report of the Directors of the British South 
bits Africa Company states that most encouraging 
Cultivation results have lately been secured by the culti- 
: vation of tobacco, upon which the Agricultural 
Assistant to the Department for Agriculture writes as follows :— 
‘During the past season unusual interest has been evinced in 
the culture of tobacco. Above 100 farmers have grown plots of 
from a thousand plants to 30 acres. The results have been 
exceedingly encouraging. In the past the tendency has been to 
plant the crop on the richest soils and grow quantity regardless of 
quality, but this year there has been a fuller realisation of the 
importance of soil and seed, and a distinct improvement in the 
tobacco has been the result. Small plots on the granite formation 
have produced golden and mahogany coloured cigarette leaf equal 
to the average American leaf of the same type. The culture of 
this class of tobacco will be greatly extended during the coming 
season. Good pipe tobacco has been grown in nearly every 
district. Seed supplied by the Department of Agriculture has 
effected a marked improvement in the class of leaf. Some first- 
class cigar leaf has been grown in the Melsetter district, and when 
Cuban seed is used and the crop properly cured and fermented, the 
best cigar leaf in Africa should be the result. Portions of the 
Umtali, Salisbury, Charter, and possibly Victoria districts are also 
adapted to the production of cigar tobacco.” 
The report adds that in the Melsetter district, a tobacco factory 
has been established, and the pipe and cigarette tobacco manu- 
factured have already attained a local reputation.

RHODES|A—continued. 


With regard to ostriches, the Secretary for Agriculture in his 
report for 1903-04 writes :— 
Ostrich Farming. ‘Several small troops of ostriches have been 
domesticated and are doing well. These are 
principally the progeny of wild birds which have been captured 
young. A large number of permits have been issued during the 
past year to capture young ostriches for farming purposes, and it 
is hoped that the farming of ostriches will be seriously undertaken 
on an extensive scale, for there is no class of stock farming which 
pays better if properly conducted. Wild ostriches exist in great 
numbers in many parts of the country, and are said to grow 
feathers of exceptionally fine quality. As the ostrich in its wild 
state is of no use, and falls a ready victim to wild animals and to 
natives, who are said to destroy a great many annually, the capture 
of young birds for domestication should receive, and is receiving, 
evary encouragement. One farmer in the district of Charter has 
been successful in rearing a small troop of wild birds, and is so 
satisfied that it is likely to be a paying business to this country, 
that he is determined to import a number of selected breeding 
birds from the Cape Colony during the coming year.” 





NORTHERN TERRITORIES OF THE GOLD COAST. 


The report of the Chief Commissioner of the Northern Territories 
Geen of the Gold Coast (Lieut.-Colonel A. Morris) 
Cultivation. for the year 1903, recently issued by the 
Colonial Office, contains the following par- 
ticulars regarding cotton growing in the Protectorate :— 

“The main requirements for the successful cultivation of cotton 
would appear to be (1) a suitable soil; (2) a sufficient rainfall at 
stated seasons of the year, with a regular dry season so that the 
crop can be gathered without fear of rain; (3) sufficient labour ; 
(4) transport facilities. 

“This Protectorate undoubtedly possesses the first three require- 
ments, cotton being extensively grown in many parts; a sample 
of cotton collected in Dagomba last April was reported on at 
Liverpool as well worth 3d. per lb. over “‘middling” American: from 
Moshi also, which is the country bordering on the Northern 
Territories, cloths of the most excellent description are brought, 
all of which have been made from native-grown cotton. 

‘The successful cultivation of cotton, therefore, in the Northern 
Territories for export to England would appear to me solely to 
depend on the facilities of transport. 

‘It is therefore absolutely necessary that the cotton should be 
grown in the closest proximity to the Volta River, so that advan- 
tage can be taken of its transport service ; I have made enquiries 
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from the large salt traders who bring up salt from Ada to Yeji and 
Daboya, and am informed by them that they would be willing to 


take down large canoe loads of cotton from Yeji to Ada at the rate 


of 51. per canoe; assuming that each canoe would carry a ton, the 
transport charge would thus be at the rate of about 4d. per lb. 

It is to be hoped that arrangements will be made for a 
cotton expert to visit Salaga, so as to give instructions in improved 
methods of cultivation. Iam strongly of opinion that the cultiva- 
tion of cotton should be left in the hands of the native kings and 
chiefs, who it is considered will take up its cultivation readily as 
soon as they see an early prospect of a good profit resulting to 
themselves from their labours; the chiefs should in the first 
instance be provided with all the seed, implements, &c., they may 
require, and be given expert advice.”’ 





ITALY. 


The following memorandum on the prospects of the vintage in 
Tintons at Western Sicily for the Marsala wine industry 
Marsala has been prepared by the British Vice-Consul 
at Marsala (Mr. C. F. Gray), who is an expert 

on the subject :— 

“The vintage in Western Sicily this season was the earliest on 
record for very many years, and was due to the premature ripening 
of the grapes through the great and prolonged heat of the past 
summer, and to the absence of the necessary rains required to 
maintain the freshness of the fruit. It was expected under these 
circumstances that the grapes would be burnt up, and consequently 


‘that they would not be very productive; but such was not the 


case, as with the exception of those districts towards the East and 
South-West of Marsala, the production from vines that had nct 
yet been attacked by phylloxera was in general very satisfactory, 
and greater than last year. Large numbers of vines continue to 
die every year from phylloxera, so that the output must continue 
to decrease until the American vines on to which Sicilian roots are 
grafted begin in their turn to produce fruitfully. The production 
for this year may be roughly estimated to be about 25 per cent. 
less than the preceding year; there is every hope—at present—of 
the quality being good, although it is premature at present for the 
definite expression of an opinion on this point. 

“The renewing of vines on American stock is now being carried 
out on a large scale ; the lower uneducated farm owners and petty 
proprietors having become convinced that in so doing lies their 
only salvation against the ravages of phy lloxera. 

“There was very little demand for must during this vintage, 
notwithstanding which, high prices still continue to rule.” 
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OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 

In arecent report by the French Consul at Mersina, it is stated 
that a company are about to obtain a concession 
for the irrigation, by means of the rivers 
Cydnus and Seihun, of the plains stretching 
from Mersina, Ms and Adana, as far as Missis. If measures 
are taken to irrigate these lands, the local farmers will, it is hoped, 
be able to reckon on two harvests a year.

BOARD OF TRADE. 








The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report by a Depart- 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand | 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters in the 
interests of British trade, so far as it can be met by Government action, 
It is intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form convenient 
for reference. In addition, it is the duty of the Branch, as far as the 
interests of British Trade permit, to afford information in reply to enquiries 
by traders on commercial matters. 

The office is housed at No. 73; Basinghall Street, London, E.C., and 
(subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and 
Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the direction of 
Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, on application 
being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply information 
with regard to the following subjects, viz. : Commercial Statistics; 
Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different 
localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of 
Supply, Prices, &., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of last year, the work formerly carried on by. 
the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute is now con- 
ducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director bv the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collection of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute, From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured-products will be shown in the sample 
room at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The “‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“‘ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. Supplements to the 
“Board of Trade Journal” are issued quarterly, under the title of the 
“Imperial Institute Bulletin,” containing information and reports bear- 
ing on the work carried out in the Imperial Institute at South Kensington.
